The herring 
is by far. the most common and in fact 
is possibly our most numerous fish. A 
single catch may consist of 12 million 
fish and 192.000 tons may be taken by 
fishermen in one season! Not only is 
this species valuable commercially but 
it is of prime importance as food for 
many other animals ranging from 
squids, fishes, birds, seals, porpoises to 
whales. 


Millions In a Herd 


Herring have a strong herding in- 
stinct. They always travel in ‘schools 
which may number in the millions of 
individuals and they tend to form local 

* populations which mingle only slightly 
where they overlap. 

Anchovies are also schooling in habit 
and may exist in large numbers in cer- 
tain_years,.They are largely used for the 
production of oil and meal: some are 
canned, pickied- or made-into paste, 

—=—Porrnumber- of-years piichards were 
exceedingly abundant along the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island and a fish- 
ing industry flourished. However, the 
population fluctuated greatly in size and 
eventually djsappeared. There has now 
been no commercial fishery since 1947. 
The young stage is the so-called sardine 
of California; it, too, has been greatly 
depleted in recent years. ~ 

The shad is a species introduced from 
the Atlantic coast, first released in the 
Pacific between 1871 and 1880 in Cali- 
fornia.

Hope for the Homeless .— 


NEW YORK — Secretary-General Dag 
Hammarskjold has produced’ a plan for 
soiution of one of the more, tragic and 
potentially dangerous of the world’s prob- 
jems—the question of 1,000,000 Palestine 
-refugees, victims of the 
Arab Israeli war who, 1h 
years later, are still home- 
less. 

So far there has been 
virtually no progress in 
attempts to re-settle these 
sullen and resentful peo-* 
ple, an explosive element 
jn an already explosive 
area. Now Mr. Hammars- 

old has made a report 
seal reception by the Burke 
Arab nations mye that the deadlock 

» be yielding slightly, 
eas. the Arabs vehemently insist- 
ed that the only solution is for the Pales- 

—+inerefugees to be permitted to return to 
Israel. ‘This time the Arabs have remained 
silent on Mr. Hammarskjold’s suggestion 
for settiement in Arab lands and. this ‘is 
regarded as a significant silence, a possible 
shifting in the Arab attitude which might 
lead to a solution. 

The Secretary-General says that resettle- 
ment in the Arab Lands would not _neces- 
sarily mean giving up the refugees claim 
to the right of ultimate repatriation. On 
the other hand he notes that Israel has 
offered conditional compensation’ for refu- 
gee landholders: and there. is little doubt 
that he believes hopes for any large-scale 
repatriation are unrealistic.

It is also noted that self-support pro- 
grams in the refugee camps are winning 
acceptance, Many refugees in the past re- 
fused to participate in job programs be- 
cause they felt that this would mean, in 
effect, giving up their claim to repatria- 
tion: , 

The document, which is expected to he 

one of the key reports to be considered 
at this fall's General Assembly, “strongly 
and Unreservedly” recommends indefinite 
continuation of UN aid to the refugees. 

On ‘the other hand, \he suggests that the 

Arab Nations might provide certain ser- 

vices, in particular, education for refugees. 

Mr. Hammarskjold emphasizes the eco- 
nomic aspect of. the refugee problem and 
suggests that if a reasonable rate of devel- 
opment can he ensured then “the proper 
political setting would probably ... be 
created.”

He says that ,the 1,000,000 refugees 
“should be regarded not as a liability but, 
More justiy, as an asset for the future.” 

“The re-integration of the Palestine refu- 
gees into productive life .. . is. perfectiy 
within reach, provided ‘that the area can 
be developed through sufficient capitat for- 
mation.” 

- On the question of capital accumulation, 
he says that the Arab “have oil” states will 
enjoy a surplus of between $5.3 billion and 
$8.2 billion in the years 1960 to 1970. In 
the same period the “don't have oil” states 
will require substantial outside investment 
if they are to achieve increases in the pa- 
thetieally low incomes of their people— 
less than $100 per year. ;

Mr, Hammarskjold suggests that a mini- 
mum of, around a billion will be required 
and preferably something of the order of 


», $3.4 billion. In addition, there is the prob- 


lem of the 1,000,000 refugees. Experience 
has shown, he says, that it costs about 
$3,300 f6 previde a ‘jot for each worker, 
making a total of $1.7 billion for the entire 
resettlement. ‘This brings the capital re- 
quirement of the area to $5.1 billion: 

“It is. expected, however,’ that a signifi- 
cant part of this capital will-come from . .°. 
oil production,” suggests the secretary-gen- 
eral. This would be a significant change in 
Arab investment practice. Heretofore sur- 
plus capital has been invested outside the 
area, much of it in England. 

He notes “important progress” in co-op- 
eration between the Arab States, especially 
economic co-operation, including the estab- 
lishment of an Arab development fund. And | 
he notes that the area, although still a low- 
income area, is making significant progress. 

* ® * : 

“The rate of economic development .of 
the area in recent years, and the faet of 
its still undeveloped natural“resources, are 
not only in themselves encouraging signs, 
but should lead us to regard the refugee 
population not as a Jiability but as an asset 
for the-future-"-he-says.-““Fhe-more-rapidly. 
the refugees could be productively employed, 
the greater the contribution they could 
make to the national income.” 

The answer is still a long way off, of 
course, but at least the outline of a solu- 
tion can be seen and the attitude of the 
Arabs is hopeful. Simple common sense 
may he winning out. In a world in which 
common sense is-uncommonly rare, this 
is cheerful news.

This is enough to make any- 
one wonder why raindrops} 
are not salty. But, apart from 
a little dust and maybe some |

The reason is that the salts | 
and other chemicals in sea 
water do not evaporate. When | 
the sun beams down on’ the 
ocean, only molecules of water 
are taken up into the air as 
vapor. The chemicals are left 
behind which explains why 
the sea is getting saltier all 
the time 

The amount of salt which 
does leave the ocean is very 
small indeed. Some is lost 
when foamy surf tosses | 
against the shore and-a little | 
is lost when white billows | 
toss in the air. These fine salt 
Particles sometimes help to | 
make raindrops, but they are 
far too small to add a salty 
flavor to rain water.

(Since the experimental “minimum security” wing of 
the B.C.' Penitentiary was opened at William Head seven 
months ago six men have escaped. As there are no bars 
or Walls to the prison, an escape is easily engineered. But 
the whole purpose of the institution is one of rehabilita- 
tion for men whe it is felt can be made ta fit into society 
again and.they are more or less on their honor not to run 
away. Why then do they do it? They are almost certain 
to be canght and must then go back to the walled pen at 
New Westminster and serve extra time. Times reporter 
David Cowlishaw spent Tuesday afternoon talking to the 
inmates to find the answer. He was given full run of the 
establishment and talked to the men without supervision 
or presence of guards. The only condition was that he 
would not quote any prisoner by name. in the following 
article he sums up thelr stories.)

WEAKNESS AT TOP 

The CBC will be urged in 
another recommendation .to 
give immediate attention to 
what the committee will con- 
tend are “weaknesses” in the 
corporation's administration. 

On the vital question of 
total cost to the taxpayer, the 
committee will suggest that 
the CBC board of directors 
establish a formula by which 
a ceiling may be placed on the 
amount of the grant that the 
publicly-owned radio and TV 
corporation seeks from Parlia- 
ment. 

This -is expected to arouse 
considerable debate in the 
Commons. 

The CBC requires approxi- 
mately $90,000,000 a year to 
function.
